Barly in his life .zugh-started in the fish 
business with his brother, opening a stand 
in the market on Atlantic Avenue. When 
his brother died he’ retired from the market 
and after that took an active part in the 
politics of the old Fifth Ward of Brooklyn, 
He was thirty years old when he entered 
politics. 

He identified himself with the Dan Brad- 
ley faction of the Democratic Patty, and, 
having secured a position as foreman in the 
Navy Yard by helping to elect Geo Tay- 
lor to Congress, he managed to sec the 
appointment of many of the Navy 
‘** bosses,"’ and in this way became known 
*boss."’ His influence grew rapidly, and as 
“boss "’ many of the local leaders consulted 
him in making nominations, as they knew 
that he had a following which they needed 
at election time. 

It did not take him long to become leader 
of the Kings County Democracy, and he 
held the leadership until after the last 
Democratic City Convention. In that con- 
vention he opposed the nominations of Con- 
troller Grout and President Fornes of the 
Board of Aldermen, and advised the Brook- 
lyn delegates to boit. This caused a split 
in the Kings County Democracy, Senator 
McCarren leading a faction against the 
““Boss”’ and later wresting the leadership 
from him. 

In Mr. McLaughlin's political career even 
his bitterest enemies never accused him of 
doing a dishonest act. He was always act- 
ive in church work. He was a devout Ro- 
man Catholic, and spent much money in the 
various charities attached to the Church. 
He was a large contributor to the support 
of institutions of other denominations, too. 
He helped to build and support St. Mary’s 
Hospital in Brooklyn, and as a Director 
of the Roman Catholic Orphan Society he 
spent considerable time and money in car- 
ing for the orphans of Brooklyn. 

He was elected on three different occa- 
sions as County Register of Kings County. 
This was the only public office he held. 
His fortune is estimated at something close 
to a million dollars. He acquired much 
money in real estate speculation, buying 
and selling and building flats in what is 
known as Old Brooklyn, the down-town 
district. He was an enthusiastic fisher- 
man. Only a few days ago he planned to 
take a trip South for the Winter with Mrs. 
McLaughlin. 

Mr. McLaughlin’s home life was of the 
most pleasant character. He was continu- 
ally trying some new plan to bring happi- 
ness to his wife and daughters. 

James Shevlin, for years his chief politica} 
lieutenant, was astonished when he heard 
of his chief's death at midnight. 

“I knew he felt badly, but.I didn’t fear 
this,”” he said, with tears in his eyes. 

He was asked if he thought the old lead- 
er’s politicai reverses of the last two years 
had affected his health. 

“No, I don’t believe they did,’ was the 
reply. ‘‘He didn’t seem to take them to 
heart very much.”

PROBE FOR TOBACCO TRUST. 


Special Assistant Attorney General Ap- 
pointed to Make Investigation.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—The Department 
of Justice has begun proceedings against 
the Tobacco Trust through the appointment 
of A. E. Garner, a lawyer of Springfield, 
Tenn., as a special Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral to investigate the tobacco trade.

HAFFEN SAVES HIS HOUSE. 


Puts Out ‘Blaze Broken Chandelier 
Started Before Firemen Arrive. 


Aouis F. Haffen, President pf the Bor- 
augh of the Bronx, yesterday, put out a, 
‘fire in his. new house at 524:'East One Yun-- 
dred and Sixty-second Street, beford the 
arrival of the department. Mr. Haffen haq 
just:;moved..into his new home. He was. 
“woing up the steps about 10:30 o’clock when 
& n caught his coat tails and shouted: 

** Don't go in there; the house is on fire.” 

Mr. Haffen rushed into the house and 
found. fire, apparently having. its origin in 
an open gas pipe of the chandelier, en- 
veloping the’ ceiling. Mr. Haffen grabbed 
a blanket and wrapped it about the chan- 
delier. About the time the engines .arrived 
an employe of a gas company, who had 
rushed around the corner when the blaze 
started to pull in an alarm, got back to 
explain that he had been fixing an electric 
light wire in the chandelier when the whole 
thing came down. The police estimate the 
damage at $100. 


BIG GAS METER EXPLODES. 


Fire in Eleventh Street Plant Does $15,- 
000 Damage. 


One of two meters in the office of the 

Mutual Gas Light plant, at Eleventh Street 
and the East River, used to measure the 
amount of gas manufactured,. exploded 
about 5:20,’clock yesterday afternoon, and 
started a blaze that did some $15,000 dam- 
age. ' : 
The office was a two-story and attic 
frame building. Archibald Buckinham, a 
clerk, of 236 West One Hundred and Thir- 
ty-second Street, and W. H. Rogers were 
on the second floor, Charles Schmidt of 218 
Guernsey Street, Brooklyn, and another 
clerk were on the main floor when the 
meter exploded. Buckingham and Rogers 
both jumped from the second-story. win-., 
dows and sprained their ankles. Schmidt 
and the other clerks ran out and sent in an 
alarm from Tenth Street and Avenue D. 
W. E. Young, the paymaster of thg com- 
pany, was in the building when the ex- 
plosion came, but got out safely with a 
bag containing several thousand dollars. 

When the firemen arrived gas was pour- 
ing from .the wrecked meter and burned 
in a fierce flame. A second, alarm was 
turned in as a matter of precaution. After an 
hour’s work by the firemen the blaze was 
extinguished and the apparatus was cooled 
sufficiently for men to go inside and turn 
off the flow. 

Superintendent Allza said 15,000 cubic feet 
of gas had been burned in addition to other 


damage.

The International Harvester Company of 
America, in which George W. Perkins, of 
J. P. Morgan & Co., is Chairman of the 
Finance. Committee, controls fully 90 per 
cent. of the output of American agricul- 
tural machinery, implements, &c., and con- 
ducts a foreign trade representing in the 
aggregate about $29,000,000. 

A’ fifth of its foreign tonnage goes to 
France, so that the contract with\ the 
Strcet Steamship Company gives to the new 
corporation virtually all of the Harvester’s 
French carrying business. The Internation- 
ul Harvester Company was incorporated 
in New Jersey in 1902, with $120,000,000 
capital. All the stock is issued, and it owns 
its own timber lands, coal, ore, blast fur- 
nace, and steel properties.

SUES THOMAS W. LAWSON. 


Receiver Pépper of Bay State Gas Com- 
pany Charges Him with With- 
holding Bonds.

The basis for the accu- 
sation was her check of Aug. 24, 1908, for 
$12;500. The check, the complaint said, was 


certified by both the President and the 
cashier.of the bank when the woman had 
no funde to meet it in the institution, and 
it is deelared that she, in signing it, was 
guilty of aiding them in performing an ille- 
gal act. 

The arrest followed a day of excitement 
for the prisoner and of new mysteries for 
those who had been investigating her af- 
fairs,..Mrs. Chadwick’s sudden remov 
thé" Breslin from the New Amsterdam . 
tel early in the afternoon had been one of 
the surprises. At about the same time An- 
drew Carnegie, had, made a statement that 
he did not intend to proceed against her 
on account of the notes for $1,250,000 signed 
with his name and previously declared by 
him to have been forged. On the other 
hand, Virgil P. Kline of Cleveland,  per- 
sonal counsel for the Rockefellers, accord- 
ing to Cleveland dispatches, had: asserted 
openly that he did not intend to let pass

The presence of many Secret Service 
Agents, whose watching was supplemented 
early in the morning by a new force of 
private detectives from no one knew where, 
had augured Mrs. Chadwick’s arrest, but 
speculation had it that a warrant, if any 
were served, would be based on the “ Care 
negie’’ notes or the ‘“‘ Kline” receipt.

Frank Lyons, receiver of the wrecked

it further. He had not seen Mr. Carnegie. 
Later Mr. Lyons disappeared, and it was 
said that he had gone to Washington to see 
the Controller and Mr, Oldham. 

Long before Mr. Lyons vanished it had 
been settled that Andrew Carnegie would 
not proceed against Mrs. Chadwick per- 
sonally, but he still said he would be glad 
to ve the Federal officials what. infor- ;

MME. DE VERE AGAIN. 


Witness to be Asked to Identify Mrs. 
Chadwick as That Woman, 


CLEVELAND, Dec. 7.—It was with a 
great sigh of relief that United States 
District Attorney Sullivan learned of Mrs. 
Chadwick's arrest. 

“Mrs, Chadwick's arrest has been under 
contemplation for the last week,”" he said. 
“TI was going to cause her arrest Sunday 
when the warrants for Beckwith and Spear 
‘were sworn out, but I thought it well to 
go sl in the matter. The affidavit of 
complaint was. sent in the mail by special 
delivery to New York. At 4 P. M. to-day 
I received a message from Gen, Burnett 
that the letter had not been received. I 
then became fearful that the letter mignt 
have been lost or miscarried, and then had 
another affidavit made. The letter had not 
been mailed half an hour when I received 
another telegram from Gen. Burnett stating 
that the papers had been received and the 
warrant issued. 

“TI am not quite sure as to the witnesses 
we will summon in the case. We can only 
name one of them at present. This person 
will be Irving Belford, now clerk of the 
United States Court for the Northern Dis- 
trict of Ohio, who in 1890 in Toledo de- 
fended Joseph Lamb, who was arrested 
with Madame De Vere for forging $40,000 
worth of notes, Lamb being acquitted on 
the ground that he was held in the wo- 
man’s power and did not knowingly com- 
mit a crime. 

“Mr. Belford will be asked to identif 
Mrs. Chadwick as Madame De Vere, whic 
he declares he can do. As to the rest of 
the case which we have prepared I cannot 
talk at present. The notes signed with the 
name of Andrew Carnegie will enter into 
it, I suppose, and we may try to prove 
forgery, but 1 think we can go ahead with 
the case without the element of forgery be- 
ing proved. As to whether forgery can be 
proved I am not now prepared to state.” 

The Federal officials have summoned Dr, 

. W. Kitchen, a banker of Cleveland; 
Charles Brosie, superintendent of the Pa- 
cific Express comeany at Chicago, who 
was omp oyed by that company in Toledo 
when me. de Vere was tried for forgery 
in 1890, and a Toledo banker whose name 
is not given. Warden Gould of the Ohio 
Penitentiary will be expected to furnish 
guards who were in the employ of the State 
at ~ time of Mme. de Vere’s imprison-

TAMMANY LEADER ‘CONFIDENT 


Says McClellan Will Be Renominated 
and Re-elected—Governor Stands on 
Republican Club Speech. 


“Too much gas never did anybody any 
good,” was the comment of Governor 
Chairman Odell last evening on the state- 
ment.of Charles F. Murphy, the Tammany 
leader, yesterday, that Mayor McClellan 
would be helped rather than hurt by the 
gas question. Referring to the issue likely 
to. be raised in. the next municipal cam- 
paign by reason of the gas contracts made 
by Commissioner Oakley, Mr. Murphy said: 

“Gas is all right. There is nothing the 
matter with it. It won't hurt the Mayor as 
an issue.. It will help him.” 

- When asked if he regarded the renomina- 
tion of Mayor McClellan as certain, Mr. 
Murphy said: 

“I have already stated my belief that 
Mayor McClellan will be renominated, as 
he ought to be, and that he will be re- 
elected. Gov. Odell is entitled to his opinion 
that a Republican will elected, but he is 
mistaken.”’ 

“Do you intend to re-nominate District 
Attorney Jerome!”” was asked. 

“It's too early to talk about that,”” Mr. 
Murphy replied. 

Mr. Murphy refused to discuss the vic- 
tory of Senator McCarren in Brooklyn, 
saying that it was a Brooklyn matter and 
that he knew nothing about Brooklyn mat- 
ters, 

When Governor-Chairman Odell was asked 
whether his remarks at the Republican 
Club Tuesday night that he hoped to see a 
straight Republican Mayor of New York 
in 1906 meant that he would be in favor 
of the nomination of a straight Republi- 
can, he said: 

“I don’t wish to add anything to my re- 
marks. I simply expressed the hope that 
a Republican Mayor will be elected. I am 
a hayseed, you know, and I don’t care to 
bay how the election of a straight Republi- 
can could be brought about.” 

When his attention was called to the fact 
that Lemuel Eli Quigg, who spoke before 
the Governor-Chairman arrived, had ex- 
pressed the opinion that Tammany could 
only be defeated by fusion, the Governor- 
Chairman's comment was: 

“Well, sometimes doctors disagree, you 
know. This is the time of the year when 
people are given to making resolutions 
which they break later on.” 

A number of the district leaders called 
upon the Governor-Chairman yesterday to 


express their delight over that part of his 
address at the Republican Club in which 
he apologized to the district leaders for 
the criticisms which he made of them in an 
address delivered in the same place two 
years ago. 

= My criticism was due to ill-temper,” 
said the Governor, ‘and 1 am sorry for 
my utterance, now that I have learned to 
know what good fellows the district lead- 
ers are and what they have to contend 
against.”’

FOR TRUST COMPANIES 


Secretary Shaw Points Out Danger 
of Existing Independence. 


WARNSCONGRESS ON REVENUES 


Cannot Increase Expenditures Without 
Larger Income—Deficit of $18,000,- 
000 Estimated for 1905. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—That_ there 


Should be Federal supervision of trust 
companies is suggested by Secretary of the 
Treasury Shaw in his annual report to 
Congress. In support of his view Mr. 
Shaw points to the relatively large growth 
of such institutions than of National 
banks, and to the corresponding menace 
they may become unless conservatively 
managed. 

‘There were twenty-seven trust com- 
Panies and’ forty-nine National banks in 
New York City ten years ago,’’ says Secre- 
tary Shaw. “The same city now has 
forty-seven trust companies and only 
Worty-one National banks. Ten years ago 
the aggregate capitalization of the New 
York City trust companies was $26,400,000, 
and of Nationa] banks $50,700, Now 
the trust companies are capitalized at $54,- 
900,000 and the National. banks at $110,300,- 
000. 

“But the difference in the growth of de- 
posits is marked. Trust companies in New 
York City held less than $260,000,000 ten 
years ago, and they now hold more than 
$575,000,000, while deposits in National 
banks have increased from more than 
$550,000,000 to a fraction less than $1,100,- 
000,000. Thus, trust company deposits 
show an aggregate growth of $65,000,000 
more. than National bank deposits, and a 
growth of 240 per cent. as against 100 per 
cent. in National banks. 

‘‘ Other large cities exhibit similar condi- 
ticns. Many trust companies hold commer- 
cial accounts and are regularly engaged in 
discounting paper, and they hold in the ag- 
gregate more than $2,000,000,000 in deposits. 
Few, if any, of the States have any statu- 
tory requirement respecting reserve, and 
few of the companies are members of 
Clearing Houses. 

“It is manifest from the foregoing data 
that these institutions in our great cities, 
Welp?ial as they have been to American de- 
velopment and commerce, unless conserva- 
tively managed may become an element of 
danger to our financial system. They are 
already Natioral in character, and several 
ot them are of international influence. 

"I suggest the propriety, therefore, of a 
law giving trust companies of large capi- 
taiization in iarge cities the privilege of 
incorporating under Federal law, with cor- 
responding supervision. If such right were 
extended, the more conservative would 
probably avail themselves thereof, and this 
would compel others to cultivate conserva- 
tism. 

“It would not be necessary to extend to 
them the distinciive prerogatives of Na- 
tional banks beyond the capacity of being 
designated financial agents of the Govern- 

nent, thereby justifying Federal jurisdic- 
tion; nor should they be brought into com- 
petition with commercial banks, but they 
should be required to keep an appropriate, 
though relatively small, reserve within 
their own vaults, lest in times of financial 
distress their large deposits with National 
banks increase rather than diminish the 
evils of financial .panics.”’ 

Secretary Shaw estimates that the rev- 
enues for the current, fiscal year will be 
$700,472,060.72, and the expenditures $718,- 
472,060.72, leaving a deficit of $18,000,000. 
For the fiscal year 1906, he estimates total 
revenues of $725,590,515, and expenditures 
of $703,260,867 21, which would leave a 
surplus of $22,830,147.79 

In a foot note, Secretary Shaw says that 
in former years the estimated redemp- 
tion of National bank notes ($30,000,000 is 
estimated therefor in 1906) were included 
in the miscellaneous permanent annual ap- 
propriations, although the corresponding 
item, viz., deposits by banks retiring or re- 
ducing circulation, was not included in the 
estimated revenues. Had the practice of 
former years been adhered to, a deficit of 
$7,669,852.21 would have been estimated for 
1906. 

Secretary Shaw gives Congress warning 
that unless some measure providing for a 
corresponding increase in revenues is passed 


the present policy of public improvements 
cannot be enlarged. 

‘There is no opportunity apparent to 
this department,” he says, “ where greater 
economy in administrative departments can 
be practiced without injury to the public 
service, and economy which injures the 

ublic service is parsimony, and not econ- 


“Customs receipts for the fiscal 
1904," the report says, “were $23, 
less than in the previous year. While there 
was a further reduction during the early 
months of the present fiscal year; these re- 
ceipts are now increasing, and there is no 
reason to believe the revenues for the year 
frbm ‘this source will be less than in 1904. 
The falling off in 2904 over that of the pre- 
vious year was due more largely to ab- 
a conditions in 1903 than to depression 
n 

“There was collected, for instance, in 
duties on iron and steel and manufactures 
thereof $17,000,000 during 1908, and only 
$9,000,000 during the last fiscal year. This 
difference is accounted for by a demand 
for iron and steel] products in excess of the 
capacity of American factories during the 
former year, which is not likely to be re- 
peated, 

“Three other causes contributed to the 
falling off of customs revenues in 1904. 
First,. the abolition of the war tax on tea, 
which caused a loss of over $2,000,000; sec- 
ond, the abolition of the countervailing 
duty on sugar, which resulted in an esti- 
mated reduction of over $300,000; third, the 
reciprocity treaty. with Cuba, which caused 
a loss to the customs revenues of the 
United States estimated at $5,375,000 on 
sugar and $2,215,000 on tobacco. 

It is also worthy of note that there has 
been a constant increase in the relative 
proportion of free over dutiable goods.’’ 

Discussing the redemption fund, Secre- 
tary Shaw suggests that the monetary 
act of March 14, 1900, be amended. Be- 
sides setting apart a reserve fund of 
$150,000,000 in gold coin and bullion, this 
act provides that ‘whenever and so 
long as the gold coin held in the reserve 
fund in the Treasury for the redemption of 
United States notes and Treasur notes 
sha"! fail and remain below $100 
the ruthority to issue gold certificates shall 


be suspended. 

Mr. Shaw ‘suggests that the act be 
changed to read, ‘° Whenever and so long 
as the gold coin and tullion held in the re- 
serve fund in the Treasury for the re- 
Pomation of United pane notes and 

reasury notes sha all and remain below 

$100,000,000, the authority to issue certifi- 
cates as herein provided shall be suspend- 
ed. The effect of the proposed amend- 
meni would be to vest in the Secretary of 
the Treasury discretionary power as to the 
proportion cf coin and bullion in the re- 
serve, and it would be his duty tO keep at 
all times sufficient coin in the fund to meet 
the demand.

Contemplates Shooting Trip in Connec- 
tion with Visit to Texas. 


WASHINGTON, Dec: 7.—President Roose- 
velt to-day received an invitation to visit 
Louisville, Ky., next Spring. He gave a 
conditional acceptance, saying that unless 
there should be an extraordinary session 
of Congress next Spring—a subject on 
which, he added, his own mind was not 
quite clear—he probably would go to San 
Antonio, Texas, to attend the annual re- 
union of his old regiment of Rough Riders, 
The President said he expected to visit 


Roswell, Ga., which was the home of his 
mother.

DEFENDS SERVICE PENSION. 


Secretary Hitchcock’s Report—994,762 
Pensioners Now on the Rolls. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—Secretary Hitch- 
cock of the Department of the Interior to- 
day made public his report for the fiscal 
year ended June 30 last. The report deals 
at length with the pension system. It says 
that at the end of the year the total num- 
ber of pensioners on the rolls was 994,762, 
a net loss of 1,783. The “high-water mark” 
of pensions was reached in July, 1902, when 
1,001,494 were on the rolls. Secretary 
Hitchcock thinks this number will never 
be reached again. 

The expenditures for the payment of pen- 
sions for the fiscal year were $141,003,571.49. 
The sum of $1,500,000 was appropriated by 
Congress to meet the increased expendi- 
tures caused by the President's much- 
talked-of “service pension "’ order, but Sec- 
retary Hitchcock says that owing to the 
small number of applications less than $90,- 
000 was required for this purpose. 

The average annual value of each pension 
was $184.84. During the year 178 convic- 
tions were secured for violation of pension 
laws. Of the service pension order, Secre- 
tary Hitchcock says: 

“The results have fully vindicated the 
wisdom of its adoption, not only from the 
standpoint of economical administration, 
but also from that of most effectively 
meeting and carrying out the purpose and 
intent of the law-making power. It sim- 
ply recognized more specifically a rule of 
evidence that had obtained ever since the 
passage of the act of 1890.” 

Secretary Hitchcock denies charges that 
the Department has not diligently prose- 
cuted land frauds. 

The report deals at length with Indian 
affairs, sayipg, among other things: 

“The policy of requiring able-bodied In- 
dians to labor for their own support, and 


withholding rations from all except the 
needy and indigent, was put into practical 
operation in the early part of the year 
1002. This policy has passed beyond the 
experimental stage. The Indians are be- 
ginning to understand that the idle and 
shiftless must suffer; that the Government 
will employ or find employment for all 
who will work, and that only the sick and 
physically disabled will be fed and cared 
for without work.” 


WANTED FOR SWINDLING. 


Fraudulent Doctor Seeks Victims 
Orphan Asylum’s Name. 


The thief who a year or more ago ‘Served 
a short term in the penitentiary under the 
name of John Doe for swindling poor peo- 
ple in the name of the Hebrew Orphan 
Asylum, is at work again, according to 
Secretary A. Schiff of that institution, and 
the police of the West One Hundred and 
Twenty-fifth Street station are looking for 
him. 

He is described as a prosperous-appear- 
ing, glib-talking person of medium height, 
partially bald, with a prominent nose and 
bulging eyes. He goes under the names of 
“Dr, Hahn,” “Dr. Levy,” and “Dr. Ja- 
cobs,’’ and is said to select for his vic- 
tims particularly poverty-stricken tailors, 
shoemakers, glaziers, and others who eke 
out a bare living by doing odd jobs on a 
piece-work basis. 

An illustration of his mode of operations 
is the experience of Nathan Rosenzweig, a 
tailor at 409 Mast Sixtieth Street. Rosenz- 
weig had been out of work for some weeks 
and was out looking for a job on Tuesday 
last, when the thief called. He presented 
himself as Dr. Jacobs, and said he was 
empowered to execute a large contract for 
clothing to be made for the inmates of the 
Hebrew Orphan Asylum. Mrs. Rosenz- 
weig, with tears in her eyes, explained to 
him that the family was on the point of 
starvation, and that any work he might 
give would be most welcome, The thief 
expressed deep sympathy for their con- 
dition and began to outline his proposition. 
He would send a large quantity of material 
to the house that’very night, he said, and 
her husband could go to work at once mak- 
ing the suits. He would be able to clear 
not less than $25 a week, and might make 
much more than that. 

The woman was overjoyed. Her husband 
came home before the thief left, and the 
plan was laid before him, much to his de- 
light. 

** But,” said the visitor as he was about 
to go, “I forgot to tell you that before I 
can deliver the goods you will have to 


{ofa the asylum organization. The mem- 
ership fee is $3 a year, payable in ad- 
vance, 

The Rosenzweigs sighed despairingly, and 
said they had but $2 in the house 

“Well,” replied the thief, “I really feel 
very sorry for you, and will pay the other 
dollar out of my own pocket, as I want to 
see you get on.’ 

Then he took the $2 and went away.

| DEFICIT OF $26, 000, 000 
WORRIES REPUBLICANS 


Word Goes Forth from Leaders 
That Congress Must Retrench. 


EXPENDITURES TOO LARGE 


Dalzell’s Warning to Pennsylvania Dele- 
gation Stirs Members to Protest 
Against Big Naval Expenses. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—That there is at 
present a Treasury deficit of $26,000,000, 
due not to a decrease in revenues, but to 
tremendous expenditures; that the appro- 
priations for the navy are largely respon- 
sible; that appropriations for civil purposes 
must suffer; that for some reason the 
usual Fall increase in revenues has not 
materialized, and that the word has gone 
forth from the Republican powers that be 
to everybody to retrench—these were some 
of the statements made by leading House 
Republicans in a caucus of the Pennsyl- 
vania delegation. to-day. 

The caucus was not called for any such 
purpose, and the revelations made came 
out unexpectedly. The purpose of the cau- 
cus was to take action looking to secur- 
ing for Pennsylvania appropriations in the 
River and Harbor bill, particularly for the 
enlargement of the Delaware River chan- 
nel. 

At first the speeches were all along the 
line of urging Pennsylyania’s demands upon 
the committee. Then John Dalzell, a mem- 
ber of the Committee on Rules and one of 
the four bosses of the House machine, said: 

‘We are short now $26,000,000 on the 
budget. It is not because our revenues are 
not coming in as they did last year, but 
because our expenditures are too large.” 

Gen. Bingham, “the Father of the House,” 
who is the ranking Republican member of 
the Committee on Appropriations, next 
startled the advocates of big sums for 
Pennsylvania by saying: 

“We are confronted with the statement 
that we may be faced with a deficiency next 
year in carrying on the business of the 
Government. No Republican in the House 
is going to put the party in that postition. 
The intimation has been given by those in 
a position to know that we must be cut 
close.”’ 

Ernest F. Acheson, the Pennsylvania 
member of the River and Harbor Commit- 
tee, thought if there is a deficiency of 
$26,000,000 the cut should come on some of 
the other bills, and not on needed improve- 
ments. 

“If Uncle Sam's income,” he cried, di- 
rectly addressing Mr. Butler, who is on 
the Naval Committee, “‘ were twice as big 
as it is, your Naval Committee and your 
Post Office Committee would use it all 
ap.”’ 

He denounced the system of letting 
naval contracts as largely responsible for 
the deficit. When public buildings were 
erected, he said, bids were invited, the low- 


‘est bidder got the contract, and the money 


was not wasted. “ But,”’ he added, shak- 
ing his finger at Butler, ‘“ when it comes to 
building your battleships there is no com- 
petition. One or two bidders fix it up 
among themselves. Your naval bill has 
gone up 400 per cent, and your Post Of- 
fice bill more than 100 per cent.”

WELCOME FEDERAL OVERSIGHT 


Mutual Life Counsel Says Big Insurance 
Companiés Approve Rooseveilt’s Pian. 


James M. Beck, who is special counsel for 
the Mutual Life Insurance Company, gave 
out an interview yesterday on the refer- 
ence in President Roosevelt's message to 
the inter-State character of insurance busi- 
ness. 

“While this recognition of the fact that 
insurance plays an important part in the 
inter-State commercial intercourse of the 
Nation is a new departure, other Presi- 
dents have recognized that the - foreign 
business of American life insurance com- 
panies constituted an important part of our 
foreign commercial relations. The Federal 
Government has, however, been embar- 
rassed in protecting the rights of American 
companies in foreign lands by the absence 
of any Congressional recognition of the 
national and international character of in- 
surance, and President Roosevelt's recom- 
mendation. will be valuable in safeguard- 
ing -our interests in foreign countries at a 
time when certain foreign nations are at- 
tempting to deny American companies 
equal rights in their territories. The Presi- 
dent gives to the vast business of life tn- 
surance that for which the American com- 
panies have long and most earnestly 
sought—the seal of national -recognition. 

“It seems strange that such recognition 
should have been delayed until the business 
in the United States had reached its pres- 
ent amazing development. A _ business 
which has in force over. 17,000,000 contracts 
of insurance, whose annual income exceeds 
$500,000,000, and whose accumulated assets 
exceed $2,000,000,000, obviously enters most 
intimately into the commercial life of the 


American people. The reason for this de- 
lay is not far to seek. When insurance 
was in its infancy the Supreme Court ex- 
pressed the o pinion that insurance wads not 
commerce. Supreme Court has never

McAdoo Transfers Him to Upper 
East Side. 


McLAUGHLIN SUPPLANTS HIM 


Indications of Tighter Lid In Manhattan 
Lead to Preparations to Open 
Up in Queens. 


Police Commissioner McAdoo, through 
his Secretary, William Howell, announced 
yesterday afternoon that Inspector Richard 
Walsh had been transferred from the 
Fourth Inspection District, which includes 
the ‘‘ Tenderloin,’’ to the Third Inspection 
District, which takes in the upper east 
side, and‘that Inspector William W. Mc- 
Laughlin would go from the Third District 
to the Fourth. Secretary Howell said when 
he made the announcement: 

“'The Commissioner has no comment 
whatever to make on the change. All the 
Commissioner ig’ looking for is results, in 
an efficient and honest administration of 
the Police Department for the best inter- 
ests of the people.” 

The changes go into effect at 4 o'clock 
to-morrow afternoon, They will be the only 
changes at the present time, it was said, 
although there was talk about Headquar- 
ters last night that further developments 
might come when Capt. Hussey of the 
West Forty-seventh Street Station returns 
from his vacation. Recently the Tender- 
loin precincts, including the West Thir- 
tleth and West Forty-seventh Street Sta- 
tions, have come in for a lot of criticism. 
Inspector Walsh was publicly censured a 
few days ago by the Commissioner for 
taking a personal interest in the defense 
of Mortimer Schiff, who had been arrested 
on a charge of auto speeding. 

Inspector Walsh’s record has been a good 
one. When he was apointed a Captain he 
was placed in command of the West Thir- 
tieth Street Station, and as an Acting In- 
spector and Inspector he has remained in 
the Third Inspection District. Inspector 
Walsh is now being sued by Inspector 
Donald Grant, retired, who alleges that 
Walsh was appointed Inspector when there 
was no vacancy. In consequence it is set 
up by Grant that Walsh is drawing Grant’s 
pay. 

Inspector William W. McLaughlin was 
dismissed from the force at the Lexow in- 
vestigation, being accused of taking a 
bribe from a builder named Gilchrist. He 
later was indicted for the same offense, 
put in the Tombs, tried, and convicted. He 
got out on bail when the courts ordered a 
new trial, and went into the real estate 
business, in which he is said to have ac- 
quired a fortune. After two years from 
the force the courts ordered his reinstate- 
ment. Ex-Commissioner Greene put him 
in command of the Third Inspection Dis- 
trict, where he has since remained. 

In anticipation, it is said, of a further 
screwing down of the lid in Manhattan 
preparations have been made to open up 
one or two places in Queens Borough not 
far from the Thirty-fourth Street ferry.

GRANT BUYS LIBBEY CASTLE. 


Ex-Mayor to Make Home There—C. K. 
G. Billings Gets Part of Property. 


Ex-Mayor Hugh J. Grant has bought the 
Libbey Castle at the northerly end of 
Washington Heights and will make it his 
residence, Besides the famous old mansion, 
ex-Mayor Grant’s purchase includes a large 
plet, about 115 lots, measuring 350 by 750 
feet, running through from Broadway to 
Fort Washington Avenue, and a smaller 
plot, directly opposite the Castle, running 
through from Fort Washington Avenue to 
the Boulevard Lafayette. The latter parcel 
has been acquired to prevent the building 
of any structure which might obstruct the 
view of the river from the Castle. 

Just north of the smaller plot bought by 
ex-Mayor Grant, Cornelius K. G. Billings 
has purchased a parcel running through 
from Fort Washington Avenue to the Boule- 
vard Lafayette, having a frontage of about 
150 feet on either thoroughfare and measur- 
ing 325 feet from east to west. This prop- 
erty adjoins the previous holdings of Mr. 
Billings, extending from Broadway over to 
the river, upon which he has erected a 
lodge, stables and other buildings. 

All of these properties—the Castle itself 
as well as the adjoining plots bought by 
Mr. Billings and ex-Mayor Grant—were 
sold by F. A. Libbey. L. J. Phillips & Co. 
were the brokers in the transactions. No |

the three parcels have been held at $350,000. 

Libbey Castle gained-its name through 
having been for many years the resi- 
dence of the late William Libbey, at one 
time partner of A. T. Stewart. Subsequent 
to his retirement from active life in the 
late seventies, Mr. Libbey lived in the 
Castle until his sudden death in 1895. On 
Election Day of that year he was stricken 
with heart disease while.on his way to 
the polling place. 

The deals which have just been.closed do 
not cover all of the Libbey holdings on 
Washington Heights. F. A. Libbey retains 
a plot 200 feet wide, immediately south 
of the smaller parcel bought by ex-Mayor

other large plots extending from Broadway 
to the river, owned by James M. Libbey.

“ When the Baltic fleet does arrive it 
must for some time be a welter which 
will make Japanese waters no very 
wholesome place for coal steamers, yet 
war risks on steamers with coal for Ja- 
pan are being underwritten at lower 
rates than a month or two ago, 

“The indifference of underwriters to 
the Baltic fleet as a fighting or com- 
merce-destroying force is very striking.”

LONDON, Thursday, Dec. 8.—According | 
to a St. Petersburg dispatch to The Daily 
Mail the Emperor yesterday decreéd the 
dispatch of a third squadron to the Far 
East, comprising the battleships Paul I. 
and Slava, which will be completed as 
speedily as possible; five older battleships, 
five cruisers, and forty torpedo boat de- 
stroyers. 

The whole squadron will, it is hoped, be 
fitted out in two months. 


CITY NEAR ITS DEBT LIMIT. 


Mayor and Controller Discuss Figures to 
be Put Before Board of Estimate. 


Mayor McClellan and Controller Grout 
held a conference yesterday over the tabu- 
lation of the city’s indebtedness and its 
near approach to the debt limit in the mat- 
ter of public improvements. 

The figures show that, should the city go 
ahead with any considerable number of the 
improvements now being pressed, it would 
be flat against the debt limit in a few 
months, and would be unable to carry on 
Subway construction, dock improvements, 
or school buildings, to say nothing of prop- 
erly handling the water supply situation. 
The Controller expects to put the matter 


before the Board of Estimate to-morrow 
behind closed doors. If the board desires 
to have the figures given to the public as 
a reason for not taking up other improve- 
ments it may do so, but the Controller will 
mot take the responsibility of making them 
public. 


PARKER IN APPEALS COURT. 


Addresses Body Whose Chief Judgeship 
He Resigned When Nominated. 


ALBANY, Dec. 7.—One of the most inter- 
esting episodes in the history of the Court 
of Appeals took place to-day when ex- 
Chief Judge Alton B. Parker appeared for 
the first time in more than nineteen years 
to argue a case before that court, from 
whose Presiding Judgeship he resigned last 
Summer to accept the Democratic nomina- 
tion for the Presidency of the United States. 

The occasion was one of much interest 
in the court, and the seats within the rail 
and the space back of it were filled with 
spectators, including a large delegation of 
students of the Albany Law School. 

Associated with Judge Parker as counsel 
for the appellant was Charles Strauss of 
New York. Gprceed to him were John M. 
Bowers and J. Morgan Browne of New 
York. The last case which Judge Parker 
argued before the Court of Appeals was on 
Oct. 20, 1885, about three weeks before he 
was appointed by Gov. Hill to the Supreme 
Court bench. 


BILL TO SAVE WOMAN BEATEN. 


Vermont Legislators Defeat Measure to 
Prevent the Hanging of Mrs. Rogers. 


MONTPELIER, Vt., Dec. 7.~The Ver- 
mont House of Representatives this after- 
noon refused to pass to a third reading a 
bill to commute to life imprisonment the 
sentence imposed upon Mrs. Mary M. 
Rogers, who was convicted of murdering 


| her husband and sentenced to be hanged. 


The vote was 91 in favor of the bill and 139 
against.

RUSSIA FEARS BRITISH 
MOVE IN AFGHANISTAN 


Counter-Demonstration Expected 
Owing to Mr. Dane’s Mission. 


AMEER DISTRUSTS HIS TROOPS 


Russians Hear of a British Intrigue to 
Establish a Gibraltar on the 
Coast of Arabia. 


LONDON, Dec. 7.—Although the British 
Government departments concerned with 
Central Asia affect to disbelieve the re- 
ports of large movements of Russian troops 
on the Afghan border, those in close touch 
with the Ameer’s kingdom are inclined to 
credit the news. 

They believe that Russia is likely to have 
chosen this moment to make some demon- 
stration of strength with the object of in- 
fluencing the Ameer against the British 
mission headed by Louis Dane, Foreign 
Secretary of India, which is now approach- 
ing Kabul. Russia, it is believed, also de- 
sires to counterbalance any loss of prestige 
she may have suffered through the recent 
British expedition to Tibet. 

From the latest advices it appears that 
there has been a steady concentration of 
Afghan troops at Kabul for some time 
past. While the garrison during the late 
Ameer’s time was about 40,000 men it is 
estimated now to be fully 80,000, wit 
enormous numbers of Maxims and three, 
six, and nine pound guns. 

Although the Ameer is said to regard the 
district of Herat as the most likely point 
for a Russian attack, he appears to be so 
distrustful of his forces in the outlying 
garrisons that no modern guns have been 


sent either to Herat or elsewhere outside 
Kabul. The defenses of Herat are also re- 
ported to be badly out of repair, although 
there is a large garrison there. 

The Ameer is reported to have organized 
an elaborate system of intelligence. He is 
in constant receipt of information from 
Afghan and Russian — regarding the 
movements of the Russians on the border. 

There is considerable unrest at present 
among the Afghan tribes owing to cholera, 
shortage of supplies, and heavy taxation. 
The Ameer comequently has summoned 
two leading representatives of each im- 
portant clan to come to Kabul and remain 
there oo the stay of the British mis- 
sion. This in reality means that they will 
be held as hostages for the good behavior 
of their tribes during that period. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 7.—Mirza Riza 
Khan, ex-Persian Minister to Russia and 
now Ambassador from Persia to Constan- 
tinople, and his suite, constituting a depu- 
tation from the Shah of Persia to the Em- 
peror, are the guests of the Government at 
the Hétel de l'Europe. To-morrow the En- 
voy will be received in audience by Emperor 
Nicholas and wili present an aepeaenee 
letter from the Shah congratulating the 
Czar on the birth of the heir to the throne, 
upon whom the Khan will confer an order 
and the Shah’s portrait. 

The Khan denies that his mission has po- 
litical significance, and says it is merely 
evidence of Persia's friendship for Russia, 
with which country Persia does more than 
half her trade. Nevertheless, on account of 
the influence wielded by Mirza Riza Khan 
at home, the mission is expected to further 
strengthen the ties between Russia and 
Persia and to offset Great Britain's ag- 
gression from India.

THE SIX-DAY RACE 


Five Teams Protest Against the 
Scoring and Retire from Contest. 


WALTHOUR THREATENS TO SU 


Trouble Caused by Atlanta Rider Ob- 
jecting to Lap Gained by Vander- 
stuyft and Stol.

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Entertainment so varied in its character 
that patrons of the show entirely forgot 
that they were at a six days’ bicycle race 
enlivened every hour of the third day’s 
struggle in Madison Square Garden. There 
Were diverting incidents connected with 
the race proper, as the men of twelve 
teams Alliternately sprinted or “ plugged” 
around the ten-lap track, but most of the 
excitement that kept the crowd pleased 
and interested had its origin in that hap- 
pening of the early morning which caused 
a sudden reduction in the number of com- 
petitors from seventeen to twelve teams, 
Thereafter five teams, the members of 
which withdrew from the contest in pro- 
test against alleged injustice in the scor- 
ing, and when repentant later were denied 
the privilege of re-entering the race, made 
things as lively as they could for the man- 
agement, and incidentally for delighted 
hundreds of -bicycle enthusiasts, who 
placed their sympathies first with one side 
and then with the other. 

The beginning of the trouble was in the 
fifty-first hour of the race, shortly before 
@ A’ M. yesterday, when the New York 
team, Root and Dorlon; by a well-planned 
effort, achieved the most brilliant feat of 
the race by going out and making the first 
i ual gain of a lap since the start 
Xd morning. Dorlon “ jumped” sud- 
defy” and, riding his hardest, drew away 
steadily trom the field until he had half 
a lap advantage. Then Root relieved him, 
and by putting his best efforts into his 
work in the next half-dozen circuits of the 
track picked up the trailers and went 


through the bunch and into the lead, with 
a lap gained. This put Dorion and Root 
in first place, a full lap ahead of twelve 
teams and two laps ahead of four other 
teams. The riders seemed to accept the 
gain of the New Yorkers as the fortune of 
war, and the plodding was resumed again 
by all save Vanderstuyft and Stol, who be- 
gan relieving each other at short intervals, 
riding out ahead of the others. There was 
no concerted effort to follow these two men, 
and their sprinting aroused little enthu- 
siasm among the sleepy spectators. Van- 
derstuyft and Stol kept at it, however, and 
finally lapped the other riders, Stol making 
be nd last sprint that gained the lap for his 
eam, 

The official announcement of the score 
at the end of the hour was with Root and 
Dorlon and Vanderstuyft and Stol tied in 
first place, one lap ahead of the teams tied 
itor second place. No protest was made by 
the other riders at that time, but more 
than an hour later the protest was made 
by Walthour, on behalf of his team, and 
Moran of the Boston team against the laps 
ctedited to Vanderstuyft and Stol. The 
Bedell brothers and Maya and Newkirk 
joined in the protest, and the demand was 
made by the four teams, for all concerned 
im the race, that Vanderstuyft and Stol be 
2@t allowed the lap. The ground alleged 
for the protest was that Vanderstuyft and 
Stol had not complied with the rules in re- 
heving each other. The protest was carried 
to the officials acting as representatives 
of the National Cycling Association, and 
these ruled that the score was correct. 

Then the trouble began in earnest. Wal- 
thour, as spokesman for the four teams, 
with Moran seconding him, declared that the 
four teams would withdraw from the race 
unless they be placed on equal terms with 
Vanderstuyft and Stol, who, he said, had 
gained the lap by brea ng the rules. The 
officials refused to take the lap from the 
Belgium-Holiand nfen, and the four teams 
for whom Walthour spoke quit the track. 
They were Walthour and Munroe, Butler 
and Moran, Mayo and Newkirk, and the 
Bedell Brothers. When they quit the Bos- 
ton-Chicago team, MacLean and Bowker, 
left with them, alleging the same reason 
that Walthour had stated. 

It then was nearly 7 o’clock, and as the 
withdrawal of five strong teams, including 
Walthour, twice a winner in the Madison 
Square Garden six-day race and the public 
favorite, threatened to weaken the contest, 
P. T. Powers, manager of the race, was 
sent for. Mr. Powers rose from his bed at 
the Bartholdi Hotel and hurried to Madi- 
son Square Garden, where he at once con- 
ferred with the ten “striking” cyclers. 
Walthour repeated his demand and was in- 
formed that no one had wer to override 
the decision of the official of the race. Mr. 
Powers suggested that the disaffected rid- 
ers continue the race under protest, with 
the understanding that they should receive 
a hearing before the B d of Control of 
the National Cycling Assotiation, Mr. Pow- 
ers declaring that he would get the mem- 
bers,together in an hour when the riders 
were ready to — their protest. 

Through Walthour, the ten cyclers re- 
fused to adopt this plan, and turning away 
from Mr. Powers's appeal to them to be 
fair they announced that they were out of 
the race to stay. When they went to their 
quarters they were followed by their train- 
ers, who removed their wheels from the 
track. That move was followed by another, 
as Harry Pollak, Mr. Powers’s assistant, 
ordered them out of the building. The prog- 
ress of affairs to this point had been with- 
out disorder, but some of the cyclers, nota- 
bly Walthour, who had hurried to his room 
in the basement and thrown himself on a 
Got, refused to go until they were ready. 

An excited crowd had followed Pollock, 
and the employes who attended him to 
enforce his orders, while nearly five thous- 
and spectators ffi the big hall were whoop- 
ing derisively and taunting the “ quitters.” 
Anvoiher faction hissed and hooted at the 
management, and the hisses in the base- 
ment were so demonstrative that the po- 
lice sergeant in command then sent for 
a patrol wagon. An outburst was prevent- 
ed by the presence of the police, and the 
bicycle riders left the building, Walthour 
declaring that the management owed him 
inoney for riding, and threatening to attach 
the box office receipts. 

The recalcitrant riders were hardly out of 
the building before two trainers, employed 
by other men in the race, indulged them- 
Selves in a fight, after the time-honored 
fashion of bicycle trainers when they dis- 
agree. It was not much of a fight from the 
trainer’s point of view, but it caused tre- 
mendous excitement among the spectators, 
who believed a battle was on between the 
‘quitting’’ riders and the management. 
For the next half hour the big building was 
in a ferment. ‘‘ Nat” Butler, rtner of 
Moran, was one of the last of althour’s 
followers to leave the building, and a re- 
port that he had beer attacked and badly 
beaten caused additional excitement. But- 
ler with others returned to the scene of the 
race later, when MacLean and several oth- 
ers asked permission to re-enter the race. 

This, Mr. Powers said, he coutd not do 
ine the approval of the National Cycl- 
ing Association officials. McLean, at the 
suggestion of his companions, then pro- 
posed a remating of the men willing to 
ride, but this, too, Mr. Powers was com-

rearranging of teams could be managed 
only when one man of a team had contin- 
ued on the track. 

Walthour was in the race hall again in 
the early part of the day, and said that 
Manager Powers had agreed to pay him 
$250 a day for riding in the race. He de- 
manded payment, and threatened an attach- 
ment on account of this arrangement. 
Later Walthour consulted Lawyers Black 
and Gruber, and a conference for 12 o’clock 
to-day with Manager Powers’s lawyer was 
arranged. 

Manager Powers said of Walthour’s claim 
that he had agreed to pay the rider a bonus 
for taking part in the race, but that this 
was aside from any prize that Walthour's 
team might win. Similar arrangements, he 
said, had been made with other men in 
the race, but this was in the nature of a 
guarantee of some compensation to the 
riders for their efforts, a practice that had 
been followed for years. Of Walthour’s 
action in quitting the race, Manager Pow- 
ers declared that the Atlanta rider was 
responsible for the withdrawal of all the 
ten men. The quitting, he said, had been 
planned by Walthour, and agreed to, as a 
means of compelling him to make better 
terms to keep them in the race. He termed 
it 9 “‘strike’’ and nothing else. 

The riders left in the race accepted the 
situation without comment, and the only 
change in the contest was that twelve 
teams rode instead of seventeen. Root and 
Dorlon and Vanderstpuft and Stol retained 
the leadership in a tie, one lap before six 
teams, while four teams were two laps be- 
hind the leaders, and the positions were not 
changed through the day, though Agraz 
threatened to drop a lap further back, 
while his partner, Palmer, just as often 
came to the rescue and saving the lap. 

At short intervals through all the time 
that he was on the track, which was just 
half the day, Keegan shot to the front and 
roused the lieries to cheering his sprints, 
@ man with a brogue and a megaphone 
making himself heard above all others at 
each of Keegan’s bursts. The “ Turk” 
seemed satisfied with the applause on each 
occasion, and slowed up, and so never 
came near gaining the lap which his parti- 
sans hoped for. 

The special feature last night was the sec- 
ond in the best of the series of three haif- 
mile races between Friol, the French cham- 
pion, and Kramer, the American champion 
and holder of the world’s championship at 
the distance. Kramer won last night's 
race in 1:20 4-5.

AMATEUR WRESTLER 
NEARLY STRANGLED 


William Nelson Thrown and Picked 
Up Unconscious. 


IN CHURCH LEAGUE BOUT 


Injured Man Revived Amid Excitement 
at Wrestling Championships in St. 
Bartholomew's Gymnasium. 


What came near being a serious ending 
of a wrestling: bout occurred last night dur- 
ing the contests for the championships in 
the annual event of the Church Athletic 
League in St. Bartholomew's Gymnasium, 
209 East Forty-second Street. 

William Nelson, entered from St. George's 
Athletic Club, was carried from the mat 
almost lifeless, ending his match with J. 
Barthelmas of the St. Bartholomew's Ath- 


letic Club. 

In the second round of the 115-pound 
class Barthelmas got a neck hold, and be- 
gan to turn Nelson on his back. The hold 
was clinched across Nelson's windpipe, and 
as his shoulders were being pressed closer 
to the mat he began to moan and cry. Bar- 
thelmas pressed his opponent to a fall, how- 
ever, with the referee closely watching 
every move. The official slapped Barthel- 
mas as winner, but even then the wrestler 
was unable to loose his hold. His arm was 
locked under Nelson's chin in a back cross 


noe and Barthelmas could not break the 

old. 

The crowd rushed upon the mat as Nel- 
son’s body became limp and lifeless, and 
pulled Barthelmas off his opponent. elson 
Was unconscious and lay wade his 
gasping for breath, as, in addition to his 

old, rthelmas had driven his knee into 

Nelson's ribs. \ 
Artificial means were used to bring about 

respiration, and after ten minutes’ work 

Nelson was sufficiently revived to be car- 

ried out of the room. Intense feeling was 

manifest over the bout, and only the swift 
putting of another pair on the mat saved 
an unpleasant scene. 

The Nelson-Barthelmas bout was not the 
only keenly contested match of the night, 
as nearly all of the contestants showed a 
spirit sometimes bordering on fierceness. 
They went at each otner in some cases as 
though ay were under the impression that 
bare-knuckle blows were the things to win 
in wrestling. 

The heavy-weight championship was won 
by R. Tisney, a St. George's Athletic Club 
man, who is said to be a member of the 
police force. In the final with W. Trass 
of the same club there was a lot of lively 
work on the mat, as both of the big men 
threw themselves together. There were 
three bouts before the championship was 
finally awarded to Echo ~ 4 eferee John 
Metzger, Newark Turn Verein, on his doing 
baa 4 most work, as neither could secure a 
fall. 

J. Barthelmas, St. Bartholomew's Athlet! 

Club, won the honors in the 115-pound cla.. . 

It was he who had in an earlier bout al- 

most strangled Nelson. Barthelmas did 

splendid work in his final bout, and al- 

though he was unable to put George A. 

Ferris to the mat, the referee gave him 

the decision on his work. 

A decision that was loudly hissed and 
failed to meet the approval of the big crowd 
was that in the 140-pound class. 

The referee awarded the championship to 
A. J. Mitchell of St. George's Athletic Club, 
who threw William Ewans of Grace Club 
in the third bout after 14:37 of work. 
Ewans, who had competed in two classes, 
was on his fifth bout when he met Mitchell 
for the title. He wasted no time, but went 
at his man and soon hoisted Mitchell over 
his head on a crotch hold and threw him 
fiat, both shoulders appearing to be down. 
Referee Metzger did not see the fall and 
the men continued fiercely. 

Again Ewans got Mitchell’s head under 
his arm and twisted it until Mitchell was 
glad to turn over on his shoulders, but the 
referee again failed to regard it a fall.

AMERICAN LEAGUE MEETING.

CHICAGO, IIL, Dec, 7.—The annual meeting 
of the American League was called to order 
this afternoon by President Johnson, and at a 
late hour to-night the delegates were still in 
session.

BY BOARD OF REVIEW 


Driver Robert L. Davis Exonerated 
in “ Ringing ” Affair. 


POWELL EXPELLED

Trainer George Spear Explains How He 
Bought the Trotter Dr. Strong 
for E. E. Smathers. 


The Board of Review of the National 

Trotting Association had a busy day at ihe 
Murray Hill Hotel yesterday, but the pro- 
ceedings were not of so important or in- 
teresting a character as the seemingly suc- 
cessful efforts of the Professional Drivers’ 
Association of America to change the rules 
of the entry to stake events and te limit 
the field of starters in a race. Scott Hudson 
who made the principal argument for the 
changes on behalf of the drivers’ committee 
on the first day of the meeting, left the 
Board room apparently satisfied with the 
recommendation of the turf court, but 
many others are skeptical as to whether 
the Stewards of the Grand Circuit will 
grant their request. 
‘ Speaking of reforms in trotting, John H. 
Shults, who has been an interested atten- 
dant at the meeting of the Board of Re- 
view, sai@ that one of the chief reforms in 
light harness racing would be the preven- 
tion of the objectionable practice of un- 
necessary scoring. The stoppage of this 
practice, in the opinion of Mr. Shults, would 
be to increase the interest in trotting and 
make the tracks more successful. 

One of the features of the trials yester- 
day was the case against W. B. Powell, of 
Girard, Penn., Robert L. Davis, of Brook- 
lyn, and the bay stallion King Wilkes, 
formerly Jim Kennedy, with a pacing rec- 
ord of 2:09%. The stallion was raced, it 
was contended, under the name of King 
Wilkes in New York, Maryland and North 
Carolina, after making a record of 2:15 at 
Charlotte. Powell, it appeared, had identi- 
fied the horse as King Wilkes to the general 
satisfaction of the Association, but ac- 
cording to Davis the identity of the horse 
as King Wilkes was questioned again-and 
upon investigation his identity as Jim Ken- 
nedy was established. The Board exoner- 
ated Davis and the stallion, but expelled 
Powell. Davis had driven the horse last 
season as King Wilkes at Baltimore, New- 
burg and other tracks. 

George W. Spear, the noted driver, ex- 
plained to the Board how the trotter Dr. 
Strong, 2:07%, came into possession of E. 
BE. Smathers. It was charged that Spear, 
the trainer and manager of the Smathers 
horses, had purchased the horse while he 
was contending in a race at Readville, 
Mass., which was contrary to the rules 
of the National Trotting Association. Spear 
‘said he was in ignorance of such a rule. 
At the time of the race he had been re- 
quested by Mr. Smathers to ascertain what 
Mr. Travers, of Toledo, Ohio, the ownér 
of the horse, would sell him for. The price 


named was $15,000, and Dr. Strong had lost 
one heat. He was finally bought before the 
race had been finished. President Johns- 
ton said that the story told by Spear agreed 
with all the information the Board had 
secured, and the decision was reserved. 

In the case against J. E. Goldberg and 
the pacer John McEwen, it was charged 
that the 4 had won premiums to the 
amount of $505 while owned by a suspended 
person. The Board ruled that the money 
must be distributed to the eligible con- 
testants in races in which McEwen appear- 
ec. It appears that Goldberg had already 
done this and is therefore in good standing 
on the turf.

~The term of railroad mortgage bonds 
is, on the average, about fifty years. Be- 
tween the date of issue and the date of 
redemption of such a railroad bond 
twelve Presidential elections would take 
place,. twelve Administrations would 
come and go, and conceivably the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission might be 
twelve times reconstituted by new ap- 
pointments all around. If it were now 
the law, as President RoosEVELT recom- 
mends Congress to make it the law, that 
the Commission had the power to deter- 
mine freight rates according to its judg- 
ment of what is reasonable, and to put 
the same in force at once subject only to 
review by the courts, every purchaser of 
a railroad bond, bearing in mind, as he 
prudently ought to bear in mind, the vi- 
cissitudes of our politics would naturally 
take into account the possibility that 
Populist Presidents might be elected, 
and Populist Inter-State Commerce Com- 
missioners appointed. Mr. BRYAN came 
very near the goal—in a fifty-year period 
some future Bryan may well win it. 

The consequence would be that rail- 
road bonds could be sold, if at all, only 
at ruinous discounts. Savings banks 
and other investors for trustee atcount 
could not afford to touch them at all. 
Money for new railroad construction, or 
for railroad extension and improvement, 
could be had only at rates of interest 
high enough to constitute an insurance 
against the new risk; so high, indeed, as 
to be prohibitory, since the borrowers 

could not expect to make their money 
darn its interest. Railroad extension 
and new construction would be checked, 
even if they did not cease altogether. 
The owners of the country’s billions of 
railroad bonds would be made so uneasy 
that the securities would be thrown upon 
the market in immense volumes. In- 


| vestment capital would seek other fields. 


As an incident of the great change, of 
course, there would be business convul- 
sions, industrial stagnation, and financial 
panic. The money loss to the people of 
the country would be vastly greater 
than would accrue to them in centuries 
of high freight rates. 

This is as dark as the picture need be 
drawn. Perhaps it is altogether too 
dark, though nobody can confidently af- 
firm that. The pervading vice of the 
President's plan is, that he proposes to 
substitute the artificial law of the stat- 
ute book for the natural law of the busi- 
ness world. That was precisely what 
we did in this country when we tried by 
law of Congress to make 16 ounces of 
silver always and everywhere worth 1 
ounce of gold. The panic of 1898 was 
the penalty of our nardihood and our 
folly. Moreover, just as all reasonable 
men are coming to the conclusion that 
it would be a great deal better to take 
the tariff out of politics, the President 
suggests the propriety of putting the 
réilroads into politics—for anybody can 
see that giving to a political body this 
immense power over the railroads is 
putting them into politics with a ven- 
geance. With good luck and our happy 
propensity for getting along well under 
bad laws the country might for years 
escape the evils we have pointed out. 
But nobody can say when -we should 
come upon bad crops and hard times, 
when the farmers would blame the laws 
for the low prices of their products, 
clamor at the doors of the Commission 
for “‘ reasonable rates,” and, being denied 
relief, elect a President and a Congress 
who would give them everything they 
demanded. 

These are some of the objections to the 
President’s recommendation. The nat- 
ure, the extent, and the source of the 
public demand for this measure of con- 
trol over railroad freight rates are per- 
haps known only to the President him- 
self. His ear seems to have caught the 
clamor, and he listened to it with far 
greater favor and attention than he saw 
fit to bestow upon the demand, audible 
to everybody, for a reform of the tariff. 
Multitudinous protests have been uttered 
against the continuance of the duty 
upon steel rails, which enables the mak- 
ers of rails in this country to demand 
from American customers $7 a ton above 
the “ reasonable rate" at which they sell 
to foreigners. A good deal has been said 
about the continuance of the duties 
which enabled Mr. CARNEGIE’s steel 
works to earn $41,000,000 of net profits 
jn one year. Mr. DovcLas has pointed 
out that he could sell shoes a good deal 
cheaper if he were relieved of the duty 
on hides. Railroad men have the right

” ‘Nevertheless, the abuse at which the 
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some parr ts is a real 
one. Shippers and producers in many 
parts of the country do suffer from ex- 
orbitant freight charges. The trunk 
lines of the thickly settled East, where 
there is upon every hand competition or 
the possibility of it, would probably be 
very little affected by the adoption of his 
suggestions. It is perfectly well known 
that during the last twenty-five years 
the decrease in the average freight 
charge per ton mille has been remark- 
able. There are individual lines, how- 
ever, notably many spurs, short roads, 
and “feeders” upon which traffic 
charges are excessive. And there are 
railroad systems much more’ important 
and extensive which would come within 
the purviews of a Ccmmission clothed 
with the powers the President would be- 
stow. That, then, is the condition which 
confronts the President and the country. 
He has suggested a remedy for the vis- 
ible evil. For our part, we think he has 
done a public service in bringing the 
matter up in this way, and at this time. 
No sane man believes that any such law 
as he proposes will be passed at the 
short session of the Fifty-eighth Con- 
gress, The chances are against such 
enactment at any time. Probably less 
than 5 per cent. of the recommendations 
of Presidents’ messages find their way 
But the subject 
is now in a way to be discussed, and it 
ought to be discussed until public opin- 
ion and the legislative mind are enlight- 
ened. The matter is far too grave to be 
disposed of by a statutory remedy cob- 
bled up over-night. The people and pub- 
lic men ought seriously to consider what 
is the best cure. That they will accept 
the President's prescription as best and 
safest we doubt. In the beginning the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission was 
made up of men of high quality like 
Judge CooLpy and Judge SCHOONMAKER. 
In recent years there has been a tendency 
to make it a harbor of refuge for the 
needy friends of powerful politicians. 
What man who had not parted with his 
senses would pretend that the present 
Commission is qualified for the almost 
immeasurable responsibility which the 
President would thrust upon it? For 
the duties he would impose upon the 
Board, men like Mr. Cassatt, Mr. Har- 
RIMAN, and Mr. NEWMAN would possess 
the qualifying technical knowledge, but 
it would at once be denied that their 
hearts would be sufficiently tender to the 
people. But it is only men of this su- 
|} preme grade that would be fit for the of- 
fice of Inter-State Commerce Commis- 
sioner. Where would the country find 
such men willing to accept a $7,500 of- 
fice? In such difficulties statesmen in- 
volve themselves when they attempt to 
relieve nature of tasks she has obligingly 
consented to perform for us. The dis- 
cussion will very quickly bring out the 
difficulties of the President's remedial 
project; as it proceeds the light of knowl- 
edge and experience will illuminate the 
subject, and safer remedies may be 
brought into view.

THE TREASURY REPORT. 


The Treasury of the United States is 
in some measure in the happy condition 
of a nation without annals, Mr. SHAW 
in his annual report finds little of spe- 
cial interest to dwell upon. 

He points out that there has been a 
gap between receipts and expenditures 
for the current fiscal year, but he esti- 
mates a decided reduction in the deficit 
during the remaining seven months, and 
hopes that it will not exceed $18,000,000 
by the end of June; that will depend 
upon conditions not easy to foresee. For 
the next year, ending with June, 1906, 
Mr. SHAw is more cheerful. He thinks 
that there will be an increase in the 
revenues of about $25,000,000 and a re- 
duction in expenditures of some $15,000,- 
000, and that he (or his successor) will 
have a snug little surplus of more than 
$22,000,000. Here the elements of the 
calculation are even more uncertain than 
in the previous estimate for the rest of 
the current year, for not. only the re- 
ceipts but the expenditures are uncer- 
tain. That Congress will cut down the 
fatter by $15,000,000 we regard as ex- 
tremely doubtful. Mr. SHaw makes no 
recommendations as to legislation that 
are of prime importance. He suggests 
bringing trust companies under the Fed- 
eral law, but there is not the slightest 
chance of such legislation at the present 
session, and there is very little probabil- 
ity that the trust companies would find 
advantage in the change.

THE TILE LAYERS’ “ STAMPEDE.” 


So little of what happens from day to 
day in the building trades is just what it 
appears to be on the surface that to 
judge correctly the significance of any 
one incident is extremely difficult, if not 
impossible. For example, it looks as if 
the return of the tile layers to such em- 
ployment as is open to them, on individ- 
ual agreements and with the uncondi- 
tional acceptance of the arbitration 
agreement proposed by the employers, 
were the beginning of the end of the dis- 
agreements which have so seriously and 
so long interrupted building operations 
in this city. 

As a matter of fact, however, the rea- 
sons for this action may be very differ- 
ent from those given by the spokesman 
of the Press Committee of the Employ- 
ers’ Association. Probably they are. 
The distrust and suspicion with which 
wage earners in every branch of the 
building trades regard those who form 
the Employers’ Association have not 
given place to confidence and respect in 
the case of the tile layers any more than 
in the case of the carpenters. Just what 
form of modus vivendi has been agreed 
upon we do not know and are not likely 
at the moment to learn. However, every 
trade which returns to work on any 
terms assists in terminating an intoler- 
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ests of New. York are. oualeask even 
such an alliance as has been talked of 
between Russia and Japan is perhaps 
better than no alliance at all. Very se- 
rious consequences are already resulting 
from the protracted building trades tie- 
‘up, and worse are in sight. Whatever 
tends to end it, in whole or in part, 
makes for good.

DOOMED RUSSIAN SHIPS. 

Possibly the estimate from Tokio that 
the Russians have already lost 3,000 
men in trying to retake “ 203-Meter 
Hill” is excessive, as St. Petersburg de- 
clares that it is. But evidently that 
number of men, even out of a garrison of 
20,000 or less, would not be an extrava- 
gant price for the possession of the hill. 
But the Japanese still hold the hill, and 
from it they are enabled to bring to bear 
a direct fire on the ships in the harbor. 
The ships in the harbor can neither en- 
dure that fire nor effectively return it. 
They are in a much worse position than 
were CERVERA’s ships at Santiago. For 
those ships left the harbor before the 
actual pressure of our big guns had be- 
gun to reach them, under an order from 
Gen, Bianco, which Admiral CERVERA 
obeyed only under protest. 

If the Japanese can hold the hill, and 
upon that point there seems to be an end 
of doubt, they can destroy the Russian 
ships, unless those ships go out to meet 
an overwhelmingly superior Japanese 
naval force, In other words, the Baltic 
Squadron, when it arrives, if it ever does 
arrive, before Port Arthur, to reinforce 
the ships there, will find nothing to rein- 
force, but will be compelled themselves 
to bear unassisted the assault of the 
whole Japanese blockading fleet. Sup- 
posing the Black Sea Squadron to emerge 
and to make also its tedious and hazard- 
ous way around the world, in clear vio- 
lation of Russia’s treaty obligations, and 
the Black Sea Squadron will have in its 
turn the same dangers to confront. It 
does not seem premature to say that 
Japan has already destroyed the sea 
power of her antagonist. And there 
never was a war in which sea power 
counted for more than it counts for in 
this.

A FRUIT OF THE “ UNDERSTANDING.” 


The new disposition of British men- 
of-war to be announced by the orders of 
the Admiralty, 4s our cable dispatches 
have informed us, comprises a “ unique 
compliment” to this country by leavigg 
out altogether the western coast of the 
North Atlantic and the eastern coast of 
the North Pacific, in other words, the 
coasts of the United States, from the 
“ stations ’”’ of the British Navy. “ While 
the relations between the two countries 
remain what they are,” explains an offi- 
cial of the Admiralty, “it would be a 
waste of money to keep any over there.” 

This will not make any tangible dif- 
ference to American citizens, at least to 
inhabitants of the Atlantic Coast. 
Scarcely a living New Yorker can re¢all 
any visits of British warships to this 
harbor, excepting for occasions of com- 
pliment and ceremony, like the visit of 
the Blake for the Columbian celebration 
of 1892. The abstention was not, how- 
ever, particularly amicable in intention. 
One may suppose that it was mainly 
motived by the consideration that New 
York harbor offered especial facilities 
for the British “‘jacky’"’ to desert, and 
very small facilities for his recapture, 
But for the past forty years dwellers 
upon the Atlantic Coast have heen 
vaguely aware that there was a for- 
midable British naval force hovering cff 
that coast, just out of sight, from Hali- 
fax to Bermuda and St. Lucia, ready for 
action. This precaution has now been 
abandoned, and it is given out that there 
may not be more than one vessel in 
Canadian nor more than two in West In- 
dian waters. 

No American can read this gratifying 
report without wishing that our “ under- 
standing” with all the world were as 
good as with Great Britain, and more or 
less vaguely wondering why it should 
not be so. 


DIVORCE AND REMARRIAGE. 


The clergy of Trinity hav@ taken a 
rather startling step in announcing their 
intention not to remarry any divorced 
person, not even any innocent party di- 
vorced for the cause of adultery. 

This is obviously a step in advance, or, 
if anybody chooses, in arrear, of the 
ground taken by the Protestant Episco- 
pal Church, of which these clergymen are 
ministers. It even implies a criticism 
upon the proceedings of that Church, 
which at its last General Convention dis- 
tinctly declined to go the length gone by 
the clergy of Trinity, and to forbid its 
clergy to solemnize the remarriage of 
the innocent party in such a case. It is 
true that the Church declined to declare 
it the duty of a minister to remarry such 
a person, or to inflict upon him any pains 
or penalties for refusing to do so, But 
that refusal seems, in conjunction with 
the refusal to forbid the solemnization of 
such marriages. to have been intended as 
a relief to the tender conscience of an in- 
dividual clergyman, and a means of en- 
abling him to eseape any invidious con- 
sequences of his doubts about the merits 
of any individual case that might come 
before him. 

The joint action of the clergy of Trin- 
ity, on the other hand, can have pro- 
ceeded only upon the Roman theory of 
the ‘‘sacramental”’' character of mar- 
riage, and of its absolute indissolubility 
from any cause arising after it. This is 
a theory which the Protestant Episcopal 
Church has distinctly declined to adopt, 
If that Church had adopted it, we he- 
lieve it would to that extent have lost 
the public confidence in the wisdom of 
its leadership in such matters, and to 
that extent its very valuable influence 
in the community.

“QUAMDIU SE BENE GESSERIT.” 

The Washington correspondents seem 
to have discovered a mare's nest in the 
wording of the commission to Mr. Knox 
to serve the State of Pennsylvania in 
the Senate of the United States, as that 
commission has been made out and 
signed by Gov. PENNYPACKER. It seems 
that that commission sets forth that Mr. 
Knox shall continue to be a Senator un- 
til the next meeting of the Legislature of 
Pennsylvania, “if he shall so long be- 
have himself well.” 

And yet it does not at all follow that 
the female of the genus equus nidifi- 
cates, nar that the reservation was a 
personal and invidious admonition to the 
new Senator. In the old English law 
Latin any person appointed to office for 
an indeterminate period, or, as we mod- 
ernly put it, “during good behavior,” 
had it expressed in his commission that 
he was appointed “quamdiu se bene 
gesserit,” or, as the Latin is literally 
rendered in Mr. Knox's commission, “ so 
long as he shal] behave himself well,” 
Doubtless the formula used in this com- 
mission is simply the usual formula in 
use in Pennsylvania, one of those surviv- 
als which occur more or less in al] our 
legal and legislative and executive pro- 
ceedings. There is a little awkwardness 
in using the formula when by the terms 
of the commission it covers only the time 
until the meeting of the Legislature, or 
rather until the Legislature shall take 
action toward filling the vacancy which 
will be created. by its meeting. But there 
is no occasion whatever for suspecting 
Gov. PENNYPACKER of the intention of 
reading a lecture to his appointee. 
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TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——Among the few matters of human in- 
terest upon which the President failed to 
touch in his message was not that of the 
proper method of dealing with crime “ that 
takes the shape of brutality and cruelty 
against the weak,”’ and, with the self-con- 
fidence which is among his admirable 
characteristics, he declared that these 
criminals “‘ need a special form of punish- 
ment.” Then, turning to the particular 
criminals he had ih mind, the wife-beat- 
ers, said that to imprison them was in 
most cases merely the infliction of hard- 
ship upon their families, and that “ prob- 
ably some form of corporal punishment 
would be the most adequate way of meet- 
ing this. kind of.crime."" It is hardly to 
be supposed that the President expects, 
or eyen desires, Congress to pass a law 
that will deprive the States of the privi- 
lege of dealing with their own wife-beaters 
as they choose, and will send all such of- 
fenders to the whipping post. He desired 
simply to express his own opinion, and, 
that being the case, he did it, which was 
well, or at least well enough, but, what 
was not even well enough, is the fact that 
the opinion lacked originality—that the 
punishment which he said would “ probably 
be most adequate” has thoroughly been 
tried in many lands and ages, among them 
this land and age, and has always failed so 
miserably that its utter inadequacy is now 
apparent to almost everybody. Wife-beat- 
ing does not stand alone as maltreatment 
of the weak by the strong; all crime is 
that, in a way, since it is only by superior- 
ity of strength that any maltreatment of 
anybody is made possible—not always the 
superiority of muscular strength, of course, 
but none the less real because it may be 
only the assassin’s momentary advantage 
of position or weapon, That imprison- 
ment is a poor punishment and no reme- 
dy for wife-beating cannot be denied, but 
as much can be said of it in relation to 
every crime, and unquestionably society 
will find in time a method of defending it- 
self against criminals that will be more 
than one short step in advance of the 
physical violence which was once its fa- 
vorite and most frequently used device. The 
inadequacy of imprisonment, however, as 
a cure for wife-beating or any other 
crime is the poorest of excuses for pro- 
claiming the adequacy of corporal punish- 
ment, and this should be obvious to Pres- 
idents of the United States, even if it is 
still invisible to certain Brooklyn school 
teachers. 


— Amazing stories are told about the 
achievements of Hans, the horse that has 
been attracting so much attention in Berlin, 
but the stories are amazing chiefly because 
they are told with evidently perfect serious- 
ness and full belief by men who ought to 
know that the stories are false, not, of 
course, as to the observed facts, but as to 
their deductions from the facts. They say, 
for instance, that not only does the horse 
perform simple arithmetical operations like 
adding three and four, or subtracting six 
from forty-three, but that he does such 
things as telling the factors of twelve, and 
that, when informed that it is 12:40 o’clock 
and asked in how many minutes it will be 1 
o'clock, he gives the correct answer. Now, 
every one of these things is absurd on the 
face of it, and, between accepting them as 
true and assuming that there is involved 
in the exhibition an element of deception, 
there ought to be no hesitation whatever, 
however great may be the respectability 
of the old teacher who trained the horse 
or however exalted may be the position of 
the officials who have been willing to risk 
their reputations for perspicacity on their 
verdict that the horse ig a mathematician 
to the extent they say. A correspondent 
of The Scientific American probably gave a 
key to the mystery when he pointed out 
that the apparent diversity of Hans's ex- 
ploits is a delusion, and that he only knows 
and performs one trick—that of pounding 
with one of his fore feet until he receives 
a@ secret sign to stop. For the horse always 
pounds, and he never pays the slightest 
attention te the objects—boys sitting on a 
wall, for example—of which he is asked to 
tell the number. This theory of his achieve- 
ments may not account for all of them, 
but im some such way, unquestionably, does 
he do every one of the things which seem 
—to the credulous—to prove his possession 

of as much intelligence, and the same kind 
of intelligence, as is possessed by the ordi- 
nary child of eight or ten. Hans is a hum- 
bug and his owner is a humbug, the one 
innocently and the other—otherwise.

A BLOW TO PROSPERITY. 


The President Evidently Misled Regard- 
ing Inter-State Commerce. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have read with interest your comments 
on the recommendation of the President 
that the Inter-State Commerce Commis- 
sion be clothed with increased powers. 

It is manifest that the President has been 
misled as to the effect of the measures 
that have been proposed to give the com- 
mission power to revise, Prescribe and en- 
force rates of railroad transportation. 

You will note that the President contra- 
dicts himself when he says: 

“While I am of the opinion that at 
present it would be undesirable if it were 
not impracticable, finally to clothe the 
commission with general authority to fix 
railroad rates,” and then goes on to recom- 
mend the very measure that will practic- 
ally give the commission such general au- 
thority to fix railroad rates. For it has 
been repeatedly shown that the power of 
revision and enforcement is equivalent to 
the power to prescribe rates—owing to the 
interdependence of the rates, and the fact 
that the commission can, at its own initia- 
tive, make any number of revisions, and 
repeat them indefinitely, and as the bills 
heretofore presented to Congress make an 
appeal to the courts a mere mockery of 
justice. 

The severity of the blow which the Presi- 
dent has struck at the prosperity of the 
country in appropriating this, one of the 
most objectionable planks in the platform 
of the Democratic Party, can hardly be 


overestimated. For the President is all- 
powerful, and it is highly probable that 
Congress will adopt his recommendation, 
It must be a matter of surprise that im- 
portant business communities are willing 
to place their fortunes absolutely under 
the control of the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission as at present constituted.

Subject. As soon as the title of the bill had 
been read by the clerk several Democratic 
Senators arose to ask that it be read at 
length. It is seldom that such a course ig 
taken, and it indicates the intense interest 
that the Southern Senators and Repre- 
sentatives have in the proposed legislation 
which has been a menace to their sec- 
tion ever since the passage of laws by 
the Southern States adisfranchising colored 
voters. 

The Platt bill is the work of the Commit- 
tee on National Affairs of the Republican 
Club of New York City. It is based on the 
returns of the last census. The reduction 
proposed on the basis of the reported illiter- 
ate and disfranchised vote would deprive 
the South of nineteen seats in the House as 
follows: Alabama, reduced from nine mem- 
bers to seven; Arkansas, from seven to six; 
Florida, from three to two; Georgia, from 
eleven to eight; Louisiana, from seven to 
five; Mississippi, from eight to six; North 
Carolina, from ten to eight; South Caro- 
lina, from seven to five; Tennessee, from 
ten to nine; Texas from sixteen to fifteen, 
and Virginia, from ten to eight. The pro- 
posed reduction is set by the bill to go into 
operation March 4, 1907. 

The principle on which the bill is framed 
is that the exclusion of alleged illiterates 
in the South is far greater than appears in 
the census. figures, and if testimony were 
taken Congress could easily satisfy itself 
that the reduction proposed is much less 
than might be made if the whole number 
of excluded voters were taken into ac- 
count. 

Senator Platt said that if it had been in- 
tended to draw a stringent and drastic 
bill, it would have been necessary to cut 
out fully thirty-five representatives. 

The bill was referred at Senator Platt’s 
request to the Committee on Censusilo 9 

The Democratic Senators were’ visibly 
disturbed by the presentation of the Platt 
bill, and showed a disposition to make the 
matter at once a sectional and party issue. 
It is clear that if any move is made by the 
majority Senators to take up the proposi- 
tion, a political debate will be precipitated 
and the legislative work of the session 
threatened with a serious dead-lock. 

Mr. Morrell of Pennsylvania has intro- 
duced in the House a bill providing that 
when the right to vote is abridged by any 
State the basis of representation therein 
shall be reduced in the proportion which 
the number of citizens excluded shall bear 
to the whole number of citizens over 
twenty-one years of age. 

Directly after Senator Platt introduced his 
bill Senator Carmack introduced a joint res- 
olution providing for the appointment of & 
commission composed of members of the 
Senate and the House to investigate the col- 
lection and expenditure of money by Na- 
tional Committees in the interest of Presi- 
dential candidates. 

The resolution declares that the commis- 
sion shall provide for publicity of these 
collections and expenditures, and makes it 
unlawful to make collections from corpora- 
tions engaged in inter-State commerce. -The 
committee is directed to make especial in- 
vestigation into the elections of 1896, 1900, 
and 1904, and to inquire what the sources 
of the money used in them were and how 
it was used. 

Senator Carmack frankly acknowledged 
to-night that his bill was intended as an 


answer to Senator Platt’s bill for the re- 
duction of Southern representation. 

“T'm tired of hearing talk about ths 
wrongs inflicted on the franchise in the 
South,” said Mr. Carmack, “and I want to 
remind the public of the wrongs inflicted on 
the franchise in the North. The political 
corruption in New York, Pennsylvania, Del- 
aware, and other Northern States is a dis- 
grace to the Nation. We don’t have any- 

ing to match it in the South.” 


SLOCUM MEDALS PRESENTED. 


Mayor Sees 400 Awarded for Bravery on 
Day of Disaster. 


The United States Life-Saving Corps last 
evening presented four hundred medals for 
saving lives and for various forms of brav- 
ery in conjunction with the Slocum disaster 
on June 15. The presentation exercises took 
place at the Second Battery Armory at 
Bathgate Avenue and One Hundred and 
Seventy-seventh Street, in the presence of 
about 2,000 persons, 

Among those who were on the: platform 
were Mayor McClellan, Congressman Jo- 
seph Goulden, Chancellor MacCracken of 
the New York University, Police Inspector 
Albertson, and Commissioner Lantrv of 
the Department of Charities and Correc- 
tion. Col. J. Westley Jones of the Life 
Saving Corps presided. 

Mayor McClellan and Chancellor Mac- 
Cracken made brief speeches, extolling the 
bravery of those who had helped the ones 
in peril. The applause was deafening as 
each man or woman stepped up to receive 
the medal. It rose to an ovation when Miss 
Hannah Ludemann of White Plains, dressed 


in deep mourning for her mother, whv was 
lost in the disaster. stepped forward to 
present a medal] to Capt. Parkinson of the 
Charities Department boat Massasoit. The 
Captain had saved her own life, and she 
made the little speech in a trembling voice 
and presented him with his medal, 

Searcely less enthusiastic was the ap- 
plause. which followed the presentation of 
the medals to Mary McCann and Kate 
Harding, who walked into the water and 
pulled out struggling victims. The medals 
were distributed among policemen, fire- 
men, doctors, nurses, and others. The po- 
licemen got twenty-four medals and eighty 
certificates setting forth the good work 
which they had done. 


MONROE DOCTRINE EXTENSION, 


Opinion of European Newspapers on 
the President’s Message. 


PARIS, Dec. 7.—President Roosevelt's 
message to Congress is widely commented 
upon here. The Temps and The Journal 
Des Débats devote to it leading articles of 
a rather critical tone. 

Both newspapers point out the extension 
of the Monroe Doctrine and the increasing 
réle the United States is playing in inter- 
national affairs.

After the unexpectedly successful run of 
“David Garrick,’’ Sir Charles Wyndham 
changed the bill last night at the Lyceum, 
putting on “Mrs. Gorringe’s Necklace.” a@ 
comedy-melodrama, as one may call it, by | 
Hubert Henry Davies. the young play- 
wright in whose ‘‘ Cousin Kate * Miss Ethel 
Barrymore was so popular here last year. 
The piece was politely but unmistakably en- 
joyed by a large and intelligent audience. | 
It showed Sir Charles to advantage in the 
kind of part with which he has been 
identified of late in London, and which 
he has so often passed, on to Mr. John 


Drew. 

To say that he is the English John Drew 
but no more unfair than 
it would be to say that Mr. Drew is the 
American Wyndham. Both are most ac- 
complished men of the world, and most in- 
telligent actors. Wyndham’s greater age 
and experience have perhaps given him 
greater authority, a more salient variety of 
moods, a richer and more mellow tempera- 
ment, but having hazarded the remark one 
it quite just—and if it is, 
whether Mr. Drew does not balance the 
scale by broader, dryer, and more manly 
humor. This is not one of the comparisons 
that are odious. Both actors are the best— 
at least the best we have. 

Mr. Davies calls his play a comedy, but it 
may more justly be regarded as two plays, 
a fresh and lively comedy impaled upon 4 
melodrama of the long-familiar kind. An 
elderly but sterling gentleman and a young 
and attractive weakling are old friends and 
in love with the same girl. The weakling 
steals a diamond necklace in @ house purty, 
and circumstances so mold themselves, aid- 
ed by the shufflings of the real thief, that 
the elder takes upon himself the burden 
of guilt to save what he (somewhat supine- 
ly) regards as the happiness of his friend 
and of the woman they both love. 

From act to act, and from curtain to 
curtain, the plot follows the old familiar 
lines, with perhaps one fresh touch at the 
end—none too fresh—where the weakling 
has a characteristic moment of repentance, 
and makes a clean breast of it all. There 
were moments last night when the touches 
of melodrama let down the comedy, but 
on the whole the two elements were ably 
mingled, and pleased as they pleased in 
sondon, where the piece was amply suc- 
cessful. 

It was the pervading otmoxphere of fun, 
however, that chiefly carried the play. The 
vein of character and sentiment is not quite 
so rich perhaps as in “ Cousin Kate," but 
it is nevertheless more than usually light, 
crisp, and exuberant. The attention was 
caught at the outset and unflaggingly sus- 
tained throughout. Nowhere does the satire 
and the humor strile deep er ring especial- 
ly true, but the amlable foibles of men and 
women of the poltter world hav@ rarely 
been so amusing! exploited. Unless all 
augury fails the piece will be one of the 
few undoubted su esses of the season. 

The part of captain Mowbray gives 
Wyndham an opp rtunity of showing the 
full range of his aoilities. He makes love 
with superficial humor and seif-restraint, 
and underlying manly sineerity. The pas- 
sage in which he cress-questions bis young 
friend and rival as to the iheft shows the 
vein of mingled intensity and sympathy 
which he so successfully exptoited in pri- 
ting Mrs. Dane on her defense. His out- 
burst of righteous indignation and homi- 
litic ferver reveals powers similar to those 
he displayed in *“ The Ligrs.”’ His elocu- 
tion, fine and fervid in the main, has mo- 
ments jumbled indistinctness; but his 
preser is so commanding and his power 
of denoting varying moods so deft that he 
gave the effect of vast distinction. 

As Mrs. Gorringe Miss Mary Moore 
showed a grasp of character such as she 
has rarely displayed, and of which her per- 
formance in ** Garrick” gave scant prom- 
i Tedious self-absorption and simpering 

lity. fatuc folly and airy spite could 

arcely have been better portrayed. 

The passage in which she mistakes Mow- 
bray fl as addressed to 
herself was little short of consummate in 
iis kind It is possible that Mr. Davies 
laid on the colors rather thickly. Cer- 
tainly he made it very credible that Mrs. 
Gorringe was a most unsatisfactory mem- 
ber of a house party. One shared the won- 
der of her hostess tha. she had ever been 
invited But the odium of this, if there 
was odium, is not chargeable to the actress. 

Miss Fetherston embodied the hostess in 
a manner that recalled Fanny Brough. Mr.

ATTACK LABOR COMMISSIONER. 


Child Labor Committees Ask Mr. Hig- 
gins Not to Reappoint McMackin. 


Representing the New York Child Labor 
Committee, Robert Hunter, Dr. Ernst J. 
Lederle and Mornay Williams, with Ed- 
ward T. Devine and J. W. Sullivan of the 
National Committee, had a hearing yes- 
terday before Gov.-elect Higgins at the 
Hotel Albemarle, and protested against the 
reappointment of State Labor Commis- 
sioner John McMackin. The delegation 
contended that his administration was so 
ineffective as to render practically useless 
the present laws for the protection of 
working children. 

The hearing lasted about three-quarters 
of an hour, and evidence was ‘submitted 
to show that hundreds of ¢hildren under 
the legal age were working in various 
parts of the State. A number of photo- 
graphs of the children were presented with 
the evidence. After the hearing, the 
Child Labor Committee issued a statement 
which called attention to the fact that 
through the efforts of the committee, a 
special attorney was assigned to the Labor 
Commissioner last April for the prosecu- 
tion of the child labor cases. 

In spite of this, the statement continued, 
not one case was placed in the attorney's 
hands for prosecution. The committee 
declares that ‘‘unquestionably there have 
been during this time numerous violations 
of the law.” 

Commissioner McMackin is in Albany, 
but First Deputy Commissioner John- Will- 
lams communicated with him by telephone 
ane Be. McMackin authorized this state- 
ment: 

“ The policy of this department up to the 
present time has been to order the dis- 
charge and to insist upon the discharge of 
children found illegally employed. We have 
taken this position because the manufact- 
urers generally are unfamillar with the 
provisions of the new law. Qn the Inspec- 
tor’s second visit to a factory from which 
children have been discharged, the instruc- 
tions are to prosecute. 

“It should be borne in. mind that the 
Department of Labor exercises power only 
as regards children employed in manu- 
facturing establishments, and is therefore 
able to deal with the problem only par- 
tially. There is a vast army of child work- 
ers employed in mercantile and other es- 
tablishments over whom the department 
has no jurisdiction,” 

Deputy Commissioner Williams is_ in 
direct charge of the Factory Inspection Bu- 
reau. He added to Mr. MceMackin’s state- 
ment: 

“The statement that we have not availed 
ourselves of the assistance of one of the 
Assistant District Attorneys is not correct. 
We have time and again sought to secure 
such service, but we suppose that owing 
to other duties imposed upon him the As- 
sistant District Attorney was unable to 
give his time to our cases.” 

The Assistant District Attorney detailed 
o assist in the child labor cases is Keyran 
J. O'Connor.

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Sugar Test Decision by Supreme Court 
Denies Importers That Sum in Refunds. 


It estimated yesterday by the Cus- 
toms officials here that $2,000,000 has been 
saved to the Government in refunds by its 
victory over *the importers of sugar in the 
decision in the “sugar test case,” handed 
down by the United States Supreme Court 
on Monday. The decision is considered the 
most important in Customs law since that 
upholding the constitutionality of the Ding- 
ley act. 

In the decision the Supreme Court de- 
nies an application by the American Sugar 
Refining Company and others for a writ 
of certiorari to review the finding of the 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals, 
which was against the importers. 

The question at issue was whether the 
exact scientific metho@ should be used by 
the customs officials in making the polari- 
scopic test for the saccharine strength of 
ra or the less accurate method in use 

Sugar is dutiable a! specific rates accord- 
ing to the test and very slight increase 
in the polariscopic reading often means a 
logge increase in duty. ’ 

The decision will release for disposition 
about 15,000 protests now on the suspended 
files of the Board of General Appraisers. 
This is the-largest number of protests on 
any one issue since the constitutionality 
decision, when 50,000 were rel 

It was said yesterday that an extra cler- 
ical force would be needed in the customs 
department here for about a month to dis- 
pose of the accumulated protests.

In the background was the President’s 
‘message, whose recommendations, at the 
worst estimate of them, cannot be held 
responsible primarily for a market like 
yesterday’s, and there is something to be 
said in their favor. But it is to be re- 
membered that their effect is insidious 
and cumulative. They are not instant 
in their effects, and since they appeal to 
owners rather than to speculators they 
are unlikely to lead to sacrifice sales in 
a falling market. They are more adapt- 
ed to induce sales of long stock when- 
ever the market will take it to advan- 
tage. There is now what there has not 
been for a long time—something hanging 
over the market whose capacity for ill it 
is difficult to gauge.

“STOCK MARKET STIRRED 
BY LAWSON MANOEUVRES 


‘Sharp Drop Follows Advertised 
Campaign on Amalgamated. 


SOLD 


~2,500,000 SHARES 


' Biggest Day Since May 9, 1901—Prices 
Tumble All ’Round—Standard Oil 
Advances Meanwhile. 


Wall Street and the stock market had a 
lively experience yesterday. Under the lead 
of Amalgamated Copper the stock market 
broke and stocks dropped violently. The 
Cause. of it all—on this the Street seemed 
agreed—was the campaign conducted . by 
Thomas W. Lawson, author, broker, and 
Manipulator. This man, having succeeded 
in charming thousands of people by his 
Stories of frenzied finance into the belief 
that whatever he said ‘‘ went,’”’ and, using 
that power, did what no market manipula- 
tor had heretofore been able to do: he 
broke the price of the security which .he 
Was openly attacking without any apparent 
outside help, and incidentally caused a 
sharp decline in the market which stirred 
the entire financial community yesterday. 

The foundation of Lawson’s campaign 
had been laid secretly days ago, but when 
he was ready to deliver the blow he stepped 
right out into the open, told every one what 
he intended to do, and, aided by his follow- 
ers, did it. Generally, heretofore, manipu- 
lators have conducted their campaigns so 
secretly that no one knew whence the at- 
tacks came, but Lawson, believing in the 
effect of novelty, took every one into his 
confidence, or, at least, part of the way 
into the ante-chamber of his confidence— 
for Wall Street is convinced that he has 
not been alone in work. One well- 
known market operator even went so far as 
to suggést that he was only the “ barker”’ 
outside and that certain Western plungers 
were his backers. 

The method selected, no matter by whom, 
proved eminently successful. Amalgamated 
Copper, for which bad break had been 
advertised, opened at 77. Then a flood of 
selling orders came into the market, the 
price broke, and no one seemed willing to 
try to stem the tide by closing the flood- 
gates. And, as thousands upon thousands 
ot shares were thrown on the market, the 
price melted away until it touched 74. Then 
there came a slight rally. In the mean- 
time, however, the collapse of Amalgamat- 
ed had not failed to affect the other stocks. 
Alarm at the safety of their margins began 
to take hold of the speculators in the of- 
fices as they saw the ticker note lower and 
Jower quotations for the leader in activity. 
But when Amalgamated rallied after the 
first half hour of trading the other stocks 
quickly recovered and even assumed a 
buoyant. tone. This deceived many, and 
some who had thrown over their stocks 
tried to get them back. The good feeling 
did not, however, last long. The strength 
Was not genuine ut

Prices fell so fast that it was impossible 
to execute orders as given by the custom- 
ers. Some stocks, especially those which 
had been advanced by pool manipulation 
without a real market having been created 
for them, broke whole points between sales, 
and even such stocks as Union Pacific, 
United States Steel, and others, with a 
broad market fluctuated so wildly that dif- 
ferences of a half point between sales were 
the rule rather than the exception. At 
about 1 o’clock the market was at its worst. 
Tne floor of the Exchange at that time 


Was in such an uproar that brokers had 
trouble in making themselves heard. Prices 
at one end of a crowd were often points 
away from those at the other end. The 
\ticker was 5 and 10 miftutes behind. 

At about 2 o’clock the market rallied a 

oint, but it was decidedly feverish and 

rought little confidence to the crowds 
which jammed all the brokers’ offices 
Watching their profits dwindle. Just before 
the close the market broke again, and the 
last quotations for nearly all the stocks 
were at or near the lowest for the day. The 
total sales exceeded 2,500,000 shares, mak- 
ing it the biggest day since the May panic 
of 1901.

CONTRACTOR M’DONALD 
QUITS INTERBOROUGH 


To Join Metropolitan, Which Seeks 
Subway Contracts, Report Says.

J. H. HYDE TO SUCCEED HIM 


Reports of Friction Denied by Both Mr. 
McDonald and President August 
Belmont. 


After a meeting of the Board of Directors 
of the Interborough Rapid Transit Com- 
pany yesterday it was announced that Con- 
tractor John B. McDonald had tendered his 
resignation from the directorate both of 
the Interborough Rapid Transit Company 
and the Rapid Transit Subway Construc- 
tion Company, and that it had been unani- 
mously accepted. James H. Hyde, Vice 
President of the Equitable Life Assurance 
Society, was elected a Director of both cor- 
porations to fill the vacancies. 

A person who is in a position to speak 
with undisputed authority on the subject 
declared that there was no foundation for 
rumors of more friendly relations between 
the Belmont and Metropelitan interests 
which were circulated in the financial dis- 
trict when the election of Mr. Hyde as a 
member of the two boards became known. 
On the contrary, it was said, they were 
further apart than ever. On the other 
hand, it was said that Mr. McDonald had 
severed his connection with the Belmont 
companies to go with the Metropolitan, and 
that an announcement to that effect would 
be forthcoming in a few days. 

The Metropolitan interests appeared in 
the field a few months ago as aspirants in 
connection with future. subway building. 
Mr. McDonald, when questioned regarding 
his future plans, said he was not ready to 
announce them as yet, but admitted that 
there was plenty of work for him and that 
the work was in this city. 

"Mr, McDonald did not attend the meet- 
ing of the Interborough Directors yester- 
day. For some months there has been 
considerable talk of friction between him 
and August Belmont, President of both the 
constructing and operating companies. If 
there be any truth in these rumors neither 
| Mr. Belmont nor Mr. McDonald was will- 
ing to say so. Mr. Belmont, when asked 
regarding the resignation of Mr. McDonald, 
said: 

‘‘l am sorry for personal reasons, but 
from the point of view of the interests of 
our company, the organization is so com- 
plete in every department with our Chief 
Engineer, resident engineers and sub-con- 
tractors, that the work will be in no way 
affected.

STEAMSHIP’S CREW HELD. 


The Coulsdon Left Cholera Stricken 
Chinamen at Suez—No Danger Here. 


When the sugar-laden steamship Coulsdon 
arrived at Quarantine yesterday morning 
she was promptly held until she could be 
disinfected and could ship a new crew. The 
crew which had brought the Coulsdon into 
port was taken to Hoffman Island for ob- 
servation, as it had been learned that two 
Chinamen suffering from cholera had been 
put off the vessel at Suez. The Chines died 
there. 

There was a small scare in shipping cir- 


cles during the day that perhaps the Couls-. 


don had brought the disease inte this port. 
Health Officer Alvah H. Doty, after a 
thorough investigation, said that there was 
no such danger, adding:

dence of cholera. Five of those on board, 
however, appeared to be suffering from 
beri-beri. hey have been ordered to Hoff- 
man Island Hospital, and the entire crew 
will go to the island for observation.’’

FREE LODGING HOUSES — 
SWAMPED BY DESTITUTE 


Many of the ‘die Men Come Here 
Expecting Work in Subway. 


CHARITY WGRKERS APPALLED 


Ample Confirmaticn of Supt. York’s Fig- 
ures on the Unemployed Found 
Along Bowery. 


Inquiry at the various lodging houses, 
charitable and semi-charitable institutions 
yesterday confirmed the statement in THE 
New YorK Times that the army of unem- 
the city was greater than ever 
known. So far no organized plan has been 
set on foot to relieve the destitution, and 
the various institutions are doing the best 
they can with the means at their com- 
mand. 

The heads of the various institutions 
along the Bowery were asked yesterday if 
their experiences bore out the statement 
of William C. York, Superintendent of the 
Municipal Loiiging House, at 308 First 
Avenue, that there were 40 per cent. more 
idle men in the city at present than at 
last year. Amon gthose who 
agreed with Mr. York was Superintendent 
Hallemon of the Bowery Mission. 

“The increage is very marked,”’ he 
‘‘The majority of our applicants are 
men who came here with a few dollars in 
their pockets under' the impression 
they could get work in the Subway 
ticket agents, switchmen, or something of 
the sort. Their tales of disappointment 
are really pitiable. Most all of them want 
enough money to get out of town, but we 
cannot give it to them. I have made up 
my mind to get them together and have a 
talk. Maybe some of them can 
suggest a remedy.” 

“If any one doubts the correctness of the 
story let hira come here at midnight and 
see our bread line and talk to these men,’ 
said Assistant Superintendent Long of,the 
same institulion. ‘‘ Something will have to 


be done.” 

Superintertdent York of the municipal 
lodging hovse had more to say on the sub- 
ject yesterrlay. He gave figures and went 
in the question in greater detail. 

“Your story this morning was perfectly 
correct,” le said. ‘‘ The increase in the 
number of destitute is so great, we do not 
know what to do. We have a very thor- 
ough plan Jhere of treating these poor fel- 
lows. None of them, for example, is al- 
lowed to go to bed without a bath and a 
clean nightshirt. Lately, however, the 
number of applicants has been so large that 
we have luired a place down near the dock 
in Twenty-sixth. Street into which we are 
able to citowd about three hundred. There 
are no faeilities for bathing at that place. 
Here under normal conditions we accommo- 
date only 300 men,:. but by doubling them 
up We ctun take cave of 500, which we are 
doing. We give them supper, breakfast, 
and a night's lodging, and send them away 
in the morning. 

“To show that the number of applicants 
is much larger this year than last, here are 
some fzsures. In November, 1902, we 
housed 4,452 men and women. ‘In Novem- 
ber, 1906, we housed 5,676. This year in 
November we housed 7,787. There is each 
year an_increase that we call a natural in- 
crease, but this year it is more than natu- 
ral—there is something wrong. 

“When a new project is started in New 
York, say like the digging of the Pennsyl- 
the number of men who dre 
to be employed is often overstated, and 
crowds flock here only to be, disappointed. 
You will be surprised to hear me say that 
a circus never comes to New York but we 
city 
believing they could get work w 
show. Me ith the 

ie number of men who were employ 
in excavating the Subway a week were en 
openeil was 1,750. It had dropped to 1,153 
a week later, when they were all dismissed, 

The Municipal Lodging House is the oniy 
institution requiring a full and compiete 
history of the applicant. Hence unless the 
applicant volunteers the information other 
institutions have no means of ascertaining 

his history. All report increases, however, 
in the number of applicants.’ At Mills 
Hotel No. 1 about a hundred men are be- 
ing turned away nightly. These men are 
not destitute, but many are on the tg 
of it. It was also said there that man 
the applicants were men who came hase 
seeking employment in the Subway. 

Secretary Edward T. Devine of the Char- 
ity Organization Society, and Frank D. 
Witherbee of the Association for I mproving 
for Condition of the Poor admitted that 
there was an increase in the number of 
applicants for aid this year over last, but 
sab] they had not noticed that it was at- 
trilbutable to the men who had come here 
lodking for employment in the Subway.
